&o hope that ‘‘the leading members,’”’ and
the members who are not “leading,’’ will re-
turn from their home visits with a dillsrent
imprespion. The prevailing opinion among
the people is that a great deal is actnally
necessary thia sepaion to meet urgent wants,
and (o lnstitnte reforms which canuot be de-
ferred until another session withont grisvons
injury and wrong. It I8 mnot enough that
Gienernl Grant has been elected President, and
that his friends will be suffiviently girong in
the next Congress to give effect to the reforma-
tory measures of his sdmivistration, The fact
is satisfaotory 2o far as it goes. But it farnishes
no exonge for negligence on the part of the
present Congress. It hns a duty to perform
wholly independent of the next President,
and the duty of providing legislation that i3
needed now, of doing a work that is expeoted
now, of inaugurating those measures of im-
provement aud reliel which are reqaisite now
and which the new Administration should
complete and execnte,

Mr. Colfax expressed the popular demand
the other night st Philadelphis, when he
pledged the Girant adwministration to *‘the
most searching retrenchment; honesty, eili-
clency, and higher character in all connected
with the public gervice; rigid gusrdiauship of
the Treasury against nuwise aud extravagant
gchemes; A financial policy whioh shall main-
tain our oredit nutarnished, appreviate our
cnrrency, aud place us ou the firm rock of
gpecie payments.'”’ The programme i3 too
comprehensive to be realized lo. the seven or
eight weeks which will remain of the present
sesaion. But there are portions of it which are
practicable, and to these members should ap-
ply themeelves on reasssembling, if they
would not scandalize their party and do injas-
tice to the country.

Appropriation bills ars confassedly neoes-
gary, even in the opinion of “leadivg mem-
bers."” Their policy of laziness does not ex-
tend to the voling away of money. The task
of providiog for the national expsnditures,
however, presupposes considerable attention
to the expenses to be covered. Retrench-
ment, therefore, is at this moment in order;
not & hasty cutting down of estimates, to be
Liereaflter amended by deflclency bills, but a
thorongh aud careful rednction of expenses,
with & due regard to the reqoirements of the
public gervice. Mr. McCullosh has shown
pot only that a large saving is possible in
almost every department, bat thgt it is essen-
tial to prevent higher taxation, Here, then,
is one work so actnally necessary that it can-
not be postponed with safety.

The public credit, too, calls for immediate
altention. It cannot be improved by any mers
theorizing on the snbject of resumption.
Sobemes relating to that subject are well in
their way, and perhaps necessary; bnt what-
ever be the policy of the incoming administira-
tiom, it is in the power ol the pre=ent Congress
to accelerate resnmption simply by bettering
the oondition of the Treasury. To do this we
must have retrenchment accompanled by an
increased produnctiveness of the revenus, as
the result of increased effivienoy and integrity
in the internal revenue service and of an in-
telligent and jast revision of the oustoms’
dotivs. Not only has the latter objuct been
thus far npeglecled, bnt its attainment has
been rendered more remote than ever by the
favor shown towards changes in the direotion
of monopoly. If the national credit is to be
strengthened, probibitory duties will have to
be discarded and duties adjusted with a view
to praductiveness put in their place. The
fondness for doing little or nothing may se-
dace members into the negleot of the thing
moét wanted; but at least they may be asked
not to make matters worse by piling up ob-
stacles at the instance of a few lmportuuate
interests. -

The virtue of denial ought to be pushed yet
further. The *rigid goardiauship of the
Treasury,” which Mr. Colfax prowises, is a
duty quite a3 inonmbeut on aod after the Hth
of Janoary &8 on and after the 4'h of Marok,
Unless fulfilled in the intervening period,
brief though it be, much damage will ba
dome. Magnificent echemes are already on
the carpet. One project has besn starteld
which alone would baukropt the Terensury,
and ethers little less dangerous are spoken of
a3 in preparation, Whether these’ come in
the shape of claims to be paid, or of aid to be
rendered Lo enterprise, or of the acguisition
of territory, but one safe conrée is open. All
should be rejected. Dot even the rejection of
these aud similar projects implies greator
vigilanoe aud & keener appreciation of pnblis
peoessit!es than have yel pern apparsnt,

We wonld not mar the holidays by fruoit-
legsly complainivg, Congress js made up of
mortals, who are not required to forswear en-
joyment, If they wonld relish it housatly,
Lhowever, and disport themeelves with a good
oongoience, we recommend themn o resolve
upon disregarding those *‘leading members’’
w%‘:: would congeorate the remsaindsr of the
pesaion to serense self-contemplation instead of
rough and patient work,

Ita firat need, therefore, is retrenchmant
in public expenditure; bat its second, and
gearcely inferior, is to enhauwce the natiounal
income by putting an end to the gigantie
frauds whieg have for years reduoced the rave-
nue by from filty to one hundred and fifty
millions par annum.

How ghall this be done !

Wa expeoct somothinq from the pasaage of
Mr. Bohenck’s general bill, and somethiug more
from & general infusion of honesty and vigor
into the service consequent on the aocesaion of
(feperal Graut. Bat there is a more speville
means of operating to this end, whioh sesms
to ug worthy of consideration. Here is its
ontline:—

Assuming that g first-rate Beoretary of the
Treasury is assisted by an squally fit Comuis-
sloner of Internal Revenne, we hold that the
proper district ofcers should be held account-
able for the sncoess or failure of their efforts
to ageess and collect the internal revenue after
this fashion:—

Brown, we will suppose, ia assessor of a
fpecified district, apnd Jones colleotor. The
Commissioner ghould give them falr notioe
that they must secnre to the Government the
internal revewne rightfully collectable from
that district, or must siva place to succeseors,
Each, when appointed, should be distingtly
told, “'The fair, honest cost of whisky in your
district is (eay) 2125 per gallon; we shall
keep striot watch over i, and whenever we
fiud any relling therein for §1:10 or less, we
thall want your office for another man.” Bo
of tobaceo; 80 of other heavily taxed artivles.
If & person caunot collect the revenne, that is
reagon enongh for letting some one else try in
his stead. *‘Auvgers Lthat won't bore’ are out
of place in sach a gervice; they must give
place to such as will. Only let the assessor
and collector know that, whensver the prices
current prove them uuable to do the work for
which they are paid, they must get out, and
what are now woral impessibilities will soon
glnk ioto mere dificulties, and then fade away
sltogether. At all events, we trust this plan
will receive fair consideration.

The Eastern question really has become

verlons.  (ireacs is for war. Thae
rympathy of Russia with Greeos and with the
Christians of Tarkey is already so pronounced
that thers oan be no doubt as to the wendenoy
of Rassian sentimont. [t dovsa not mean no-
thing that Russin has ordered ber flag to be
need for Grecian purposes. It grants to
Gireeks the favor I.Eat tha Weatern Powers
bave denfed. A Faropesn war is, therafore,
rendered the more a possibllity. No power in
Enrope has more to gain by peacs and less to
gaiu by war than Prossia. War creates dan-
gers and Involves heavy expenses. Pencs has
for Prossia, in partionlar, vasy and ocertsin
conquests. Count Bismark knows the fuot,
and, aa it appears, is not slow to make nge of
the opportumity to advavce the osuse with
which his nawe must be lastingly as=zoolated.
Auvstria and Italy are tisd up by their debts
aud their gangers, and hence they readily side
with Prussia.

Thias Confarenocs, in fact, maans to ns on
tbis slde two thiogs. It means, first of ull,
that, unless the great powera interposs to pre-
vent it, the difg‘mnlly between Tarkey and
Greece contains within it the germa of a Kn-
ropean war. It means, secondly, that the
honor of settling Furopean diffionities shall
no longer belong exclusively to Paris and to
the Emperor Napoleon. In other words, it

roves that just as Dismark played off Napo-
eon on the nationalities question and made
that question a8 mnoh his own as Napoleon's,
g0 does he now intend to play off France on
what we may oall the Paris question, and
make Berlin, 8o far as he can, the Paris of the
fnture.

What will Napoleon do? To him this pro-
Eonal must be a surprise. In his estimation

» and P'aris, not Clarendon and London, not
Biemark and Berlin, onght to have settlad
this fresh Kastern diffionlty. What will Na-
poleon do? He does not want war; he doss
not, he oannot objeot to a congress. If a
pongress la good in itself, it onght to be as
geod in Berlin as in Paris. It is, after all, a
new phese of the question. It begets new dif-
ficulties, while it does not mitigate the savers
oharacter of the old. How the affair will end
it is bard to say. Meanwhile it is not easy to
resist the conviction that Bismark has stolen
a march on Napoleon, and that Prussia and
Iineeia have taken the role of France.
